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In today's presentation we intend to give you a taste of the 
literature, language, music and dance of Spanish- speaking people. 
Traditional and flamenco Spanish dance has become a theatrical 
form, itself influenced by everyday culture found by the colonizers 
and transferred across the ocean. In all Hispanic countries, 
there is great pleasure in music and dance. However, very recently, 
As tor Piazzolla from Argentina took that country's beloved tango 
and transformed it, because he was fond of Stravinsky (classical) 
and Gil Evans (jazz). His countrymen named him 'traitor' for making 
"new tango" from traditional old. But in general, themes in pop- 
ular culture are reworked and they change through the years. 
This is the very nature of a living art form.
